On thc night of the 23rd July 1955 a gang of dacoits led 
by one Idrish Miah raided a house In the village of Tingha- 
rlabari and after killing the house owner made off with 


money and other property. They next entered a house 
in thc village of Manat hara where they killed another man 
and committed dacoity. On an alarm being raised, a party 
of police including Constable Narayan Datt and the village 
Chowkidar with some members of the public rushed to the 
scene of thc occurrence. On the way they ran into the 
gang of dacoits who opened fire on them. The police patty 
returned the hre, but there were 110 casualties on either 
side. Constable Narayan Datt, however, managed to work 
his way up to Idrish Mlah who was armed with a D.B.B.L. 
gun and grappled with him, The other dacoits ran away 
leaving some of the booty. In Lbe course of thc struggle 
between the constable and the leader of the gang, both fell 
into a deep lank. The constable, however, courageously 
held on to his prisoner until other members of the police 
party came to his assistance.

Tobacco Committee for 1950-57 

I. (a) Introductory 

The accounts of the Indian Central Tobacco Committee 
were last audited in September 1956. During the present 
audit the accounts for the year 1956-57 were examined. 

Dr. M. S. Patel, M.Sc., Ph.D. (N. Carolina) continued to 
hold charge of the Office of the Secretary Indian Central 
Tobacco Committee, Madras during the period covered by 
the present audit. 

(b) A Research Station has been newly opened at Hunsur 
(Mysore State) during the year 1956-57 and a permanent 
advance of Rs. 1,000 has been sanctioned to the new Station. 

The accounts and vouchers maintained at the office of 
the Indian Central Tobacco Committee which Incorporate 
the transactions of the Research Stations were checked during 
the present audit. The accounts include the revenue received 
from the various Research Stations during the year and 
Incorporated in the monthly accounts submitted to the 
Central Office. The Initial accounts relating to the Central 
Institute at Rajahmundry and the Research Station* at Pusa

In respect of grants made by the Committee to the various 
State Governments and deposits for works executed through 
the C.P.W.D. certificates of audit for the expenditure met 
out of the grants and statements of expenditure incurred 
from out of the deposits together with the reports about 
the progress of the works have not been received in large 
number of cases ( vide details in Annexure II). The question 
of furnishing the audited statements of expenditure in res- 
pect of the grants made to the Tobacco Research Sub-Station, 
Guntur for the years 1944-45, 1945-46 and 1946-47 has been 
under prolonged correspondence with the Accountant Gene- 
ral, Central Revenue, New Delhi. As the matter has been 
pending for a long time, effective steps may be taken for 
obtaining the audit certificates without further delay. 

The number of Items of works for which deposits have 
been made to the C.P.W.D. and for which completion report? 
together with the audited statements of expenditure are 
awaited is also large. There are 18 such items relating to 
the years 1952-58 to 1955-56. Releases of deposits in advance 
without any report regarding the progress of works and the 
actual expenditure Incurred will not help to Indicate 
whether the additional funds placed were necessary. Pend 
ing the receipt of the final audited statement of expenditure 
from the Audit Officers concerned the Executive Engineers 
of the C.PW.D. may be requested to furnish quarterly 
statements of expenditure from the deposits placed with 
them and a report on the progress of the works to ensure 
that further releases of deposits are necessary.

No 9 C.P.G.(122)/57.— The Government of India have received 
the Administration Report of the Port of Calcutta for the 
year 1956 57 The noteworthy featuies of the RcporL are 
tlie following — 

(1) financial Results 

The revenue receipts of the Port Commissioners for Lhe 
year under review were Rs 10,86,61,288 as against 
Rs 9,96,93,01 1 in the previous year 

The expenditure for the year amounted to Rs 9,59,88,125 
as compared to Rs 9 34,41,109 in the previous year lhe 
year ended with a surplus of Rs 1,26,78,163 

The balance in the Revenue Reserve Fund as on the 
31st Maich, 1957 amounted to Rs 4 64 crorcs The file 
Insuiance Fund had a closing balance of Rs 67 84 lakhs on 
the 31st Maich, 1957 and the balance m the Vessels Replace- 
ment Fund on that date amounted to Rs 119 lakhs 

Dining the year under review the Port Commissioners ob- 
tained from Government two loans aggregating to Rs 1 ,50 
crores one (Rs 25 lakhs) canying interest aL 4-’ % and re- 
payable in 23 equated annual instalments after an interest 
nee period of seven years and the other (Rs 125 lakhs) 
cairying interest at 4j% for financing Capital Works mostly 
compiling projects carried over from the hrst five Year Plan.

DECISION 

The Indian Bank Employees’ Union, Madras, having raised 
a point relating to the interpretation of the award of the All 
India Industrial Tribunal (Bank Disputes), Bombay, consti- 
tuted by the notification of the Government of India in the 
Ministry of Labour, No. S.R.O. 35, dated the 5th January, 
1952, as modified by the decision of the Labour Appellate 
Tribunal In the manner referred to in section 3 of the Indus- 
trial Disputes (Banking Companies) Decision Act, 1955 (41 
of 1955), the Central Government in exercise of the powers 
conferred by sub-scctlon (1) of Section G of the said Act, 
made the present reference by Government Order No. LR- 
10(28)/57, dated 1st August, 1957. The matter referred for 
decision is specihed in the Schedule annexed to the said 
order. 

Schedule 

"Whether the tempoiary adjustment difference drawn by 
a person under clause 3(g) of Government's Order 
S.R.O. 2732, dated the 24th August, 1954 as modified 
by clause 1(c) of the Bank Award Commission's re- 
commendations, should be continued to be paid on 
transfer from one area to another even though the 
total emoluments as fixed for the area to which he 
is transferred are not less than those drawn by him 
in the area from which he is transferred."

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2. On the usual notices being issued, the Secretary of the 
Indian Bank Employees’ Union has submitted a statement of 
claims for and on behalf of the workmen of the Indian Bank 
Ltd, Madras, and the Secietaiy of the Bank has filed a reply 
statement for and on behalf of the Indian Bank Ltd Madias 

3 The Union's case is that under the provisions of the 
Industrial Disputes (flanking Companies) Decision Act, 1955, 
the Bank could adjust the ' Temporary Adjustment Allow 
ante" in three equal instalments, spread ovei a penod of 
thiee years 1 he adjustment of the said allowance should 
therefore be only against annual increments and not against 
any other increases arising from entnely dlffcicnt ciTtuins 
tanccs, like rise in the cost of living index, up grading of 
the flank, awarding new grades to paiticular individuals 
transfeis from lower areas to higher areas or transfeis between 
the same aieas In this connection it is significant to note 
that the Bailk Award Commission has not given any direc- 
tions for adjustment of "Temporary Adjustment Allowance" 
during transfeis, though they have evol cd the Method for 
wiping out the 'temporary Adjustment Allowance' in three 
equal annual instalments The Bank aciordingly is not en- 
titled to effect the cut in the "Temporary Adjustment Allow 
ancc” of the employees duiing then transfers from a lowei 
area to a Ingfiei area and the payment theieof should be con- 
tinued on such transfers even though the total emoluments 
fixed for the area to which the concerned employee is trans 
ferred arc not less than those drawn by lnm in the area 
from which he is transferred 

4 The Bank on the othei hand denies that the “Tempo 
rary Adjustment Allowance” should only be adjusted against 
annual Inciements and not against any other increase and 
submits that there Is no such limitation plaied on the rights 
of the Bank Aicordmg to it, whenever an employee is trans- 
ferred from a lower area to a higher area one or more 
increments arc given to the employee depending on the 
area to which he is transferred and tills results in an in- 
crease in his total emoluments In such cases the Bank has the 
rlghL to effect the cut in the "Temporary Adjustment Allow 
ancc", as by reason of such adjustment the emoluments of the 
employee are in no case reduced, the adjustment being against 
Increase in Lotal emoluments The Bank thus affirms that Lhe 
piocedure adopted in adjusting these cuts against and to the 
extent of such increase in emoluments does not miliLnte 
against any of the provision embodied in the tecommenda 
t ions of the Bank Award Commission 

5 In the Reference as it originally stood, the Indian Bank 
Lmployees' Union, Madras was the party and Shri 5 Raraase- 
shan. President with Shrl V Ramanl, Secretary argued the 
case on its behalf at the time of the hearing Since after the 
Reference was heard and was pending for award there has 
been Issued a colligendum under the Government Older LR 
10(28)/57, dated 3rd January, 1958 by which the name of 
the Indian Bank Employees' Union, Bombay has been substi- 
tuted in place of the Indian Bank Employees’ Union 
Madras The Bombay Union has adopted the same case as 
well as the proceedings already taken place and has nothing 
further to add For this purpose the General Secretaiy ot 
the Union has filed a statement in writing dated 7th Janu 
arv 1958 So also the Bank has Intimated by its letter dated 
11th January 1958 that iL has nothing further to say 

ft At the outset it may be made clear that the Reference is 
to general terms with legard to the qtleition of Tcmporaiy 
Adjustment difference payable If any on transfer from one 
aiea to another even though the total en oluinuits fixed for 
the aica to which Lhe concerned employee is transferred ale 
not less 'ban those drawn by him in the arcr from winch he 
Is tiansferred We arc accoidlngly inn required to consider 
any Individual cases as such nor does arise any question as 
to how the j'ayment of temporaiy adjustment diffeicncc if 
any would be affee ed in cases other than those of transfeis 
horn one area to another In order to understand the nature 
n d scope ol the enquiry in the present Reference, the facts 
to be borne in mind are as follows 

7 By notification No S R O 35, dated 5th January, 1952, 
the Central Government in the Ministry of Labour in exercise 
of the powers confeired by section 7 of the Industiial Dis 
putes Act, 1947 constituted the All India Industrial Tribunal 
(Bank Disputes) Bombay, for the adjudication of an industrial 
Dispute concerning certain Banking Companies and their 
workmen 'lhe disputes involved the questions regarding the 
employees' pay scales, clearness allowance, terms and condi 
tions of their employment, etc, and the 'Tribunal gave its 
award which is popularly known as the Sastry Awaid For the 
purpose of prescribing the wage scales the Award proceeded on 
the basis of the classification of the country into certain areas 
for which purpose it has been observed in paragraph 73 — 

“The head offices and branches of the banks are situated 
in different parts of India In devising a wage scale 
it is necessary to take notice of tins circumstance 
The cost of living varies in different areas of tins 
sub continent It would not be right to have the 
same scale of employments for the employees m all 
these places Rather, the attempt must be to have 
a smaller number of classified areas corresponding 
roughly to what may be described as (]\ specially cost 
ly cities (2) urban areas, (3) semi uiban and rural 


aieas This three fold classification will provide the 
largest scope for unifoimity and at the same time will 
take note ol the pronounced diiicicnces m lhe cost of 
living between the place and another... 

The Chapter V of the Award contains general considerations 
on wage structure and there it has been observed in para- 
graph 83 — 

"A time scale of wages with annual increments is now 
recognised to be the normal pattern of a wage scale 
It is no longer necessary to give elaborate reasons in 
justilication of this system lhe glowing needs ol the 
workman’s family, Lhe greater experience and improved 
efficiency of the workman that comes with length of 
set vice in the industiy and the desirability of a pro- 
vision for a saving wage, if possible, afLer a fairly 
long period of service are recognised to be good 
leasolis for having a tiMe Beale with increments Be- 
sides, Llieic is a valuable phychologlcal effeiL on the 
mind of the employee when he is assured that for 
normal increments he is no longer dependent on 
tfie whims ol the superior officeis, winch peihaps 
would be the i ase if there were no tegular scale ” 

It was under this backgiound that the new wage scales were 
presuibed under the Award, and then the question of ad 
justment to the new pay scales has been considered in the 
chapter XIII After giving necessary directions for adjust- 
ment in the case of the woikmcn who entered service of the 
bank before 31st January, 1950 in paragraph 292, it has 
been provided in sub para (10) thereof — 

'Wherever as a lesult of the adjustment as directed above 
the total emoluments in the new scale made up of 
basic pay, dearness allowance, special allowance and 
house lent allowance fall short of the total emolu- 
ments of any workman under the above heads as on 
31st January, 1950, the difference shall be given to 
him by way of an additional allowance (to be called 
Temporary Adjustment Allowance") until such 
difference is fully absorbed by future increments in the 
new scale ” — 

8 Against the SasLry Award several appeals were filed by the 
parties concerned m the Labour Appellate Tribunal of India 
and the Special Bench of this Tribunal amended inter aba 
the said Award by fixing Lhe wage scales and dearness allow 
ance of the clerks as per paragarph 109 of its Decision. The 
Central Government having been of the opinion that it would 
be inexpedient on public grounds to give effect to certain 
parts of the said Decision by the Labour Appellate Tribunal, 
modified it in certain respects by S R O 2782 dated 24th 
August, 1954, published in the Gazette of India, Extraordinary— 
Fait II— Section 3 of the same date Undei clause (3) of this 
S R O for the words "We accordingly amend the Sastry Award 
oy iixlug the wage scales and dearness alowancc of clerks as 
tollows” in paragraph 109 of the Appellate Decision, certain 
otner provisions were substituted Then the said paragraph 
109 of the Appellate Decision ended with the words “The 
scales of wages and dearness allowance will govern the cate 
gory of work known as Poildars We sec no reason to differ 
irom the Sastry Award” and in substitution of the same, under 
sub-clause (g) of the same clause (3) of S R O. 2732 the follow- 
ing was inserted — 

"Where, by reason of this Decision as modified by the 
Letural Government by its order dated 24th August, 
1954, becoming enforceable, the monthly emoluments, 
inclusive of all allowances of any employee of a bank 
arc less than what he m fact received or would have 
received in the normal course for the month of 
March, 1954, the reduction in the emoluments shall 
not be given effect to at once, but shall be spread 
over a pcuod of three years from the date on which 
this Decision as modified becomes enforceable, so 
that on the completion of one ycai from the date of 
this Decision as modified becomes enforceable, the 
nionLhly emoluments of the employee are reduced by 
one third of the difference between the emoluments 
he in fact lcccivcd or would have recived m the 
normal course for the month of March, 1954, and the 
monthly emoluments to which he is entitled under 
this Decision as modified, and on the completion of 
two ycais, the monthly emoluments are reduced by a 
furthei one third of such difference and so on ” 


9 Subsequent to the aforesaid Government Order dated 24th 
August, 1954 the Bank Award Commission was appointed to 
asiertain inter aha certain facts and to recommemf on con 
toleration of the said facts as well as othei relevant factois. 
(a) whetliei the Appellate Tribunal Decision, as modified, 
should be continued, (b) whether the Appellate Tubunal 
Decision should be restored and if so, whether fully 
or in part (c) whether the Appellate Tribunal Ded 
sion thould be enforced with any othei modifications consi- 
dered necessary It was a one man commission which gave 
Us report dated 25th July, 1955 togcthei with its lerommen- 
dations and this led to the passing of the Industrial Disputes 
(Banking Companies) Decision Act, 1955. The Act provides

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Tribunal dated 28th Aptil 1954 in accordance with Lbe re

adopting a more humane and equitable view m the matLcr 
intervened and modthed the Appellate Decision by its ordei 
No SRO 2732 dated 24th August, I'M 1 he main con 
troversy before the Commission cenLeied round the provisions 
contained in clause 3(g) of the said Government Order and in 
dealing with the same it has been obwivcil m paragraph 
121 of the Report — 

’ The provisions contained m clause 3(g) received different 
and conflicting interpretations from banks and their 
employees respectively It Is unnecessary for me to 
enter into the controversy In making my recom 
mendatlon, however I wish to make it perfectly deal 
that the piovisions contained m clause 3(g) should he 
applied both in implementing the Government modi- 
fied, and the Labour Appellate Tribunal, decisions and 
the implementation should be made on the cleai 
understanding that bankers would be entitled to make 
suitable relevant adjustments against increments 
that may fall due to employees subsequently I would 
suggest that, in order to make tins recommendation 
effective, if necessary, suitable amendment In the 
wording of clause 3(g) should be made Ilieie is 
another point on wnich I wish to recommend a 
modification in the provisions of clause 3(g) I ap 
prehend that complications may arise In the matter 
of adjustment if this clause is Implemented as it 
stands with effect fiont the 24th August, J954 since 
Increments fall due on the la' Apnl every yen In 
order primarily to facilitate accounting, 1 would re 
commend that clause 3(g) should be implemented 
retrospectively from the 1st April, 1954, instead of 
from the 24th August, 1954 I he result of this le 
commendation would be that (he first cut would fall 
due on the 1st Apnl 1955 In making this recom 
mendatlon, I wish further to make it clear that in 
giving effect to the changed provision as recommend 
ed, employees should not be required to refund any 
amount already received by them " 

The ultimate recommendation as actually made In this 
connection is embodied in clause 1(c) of the Commission’s 
recommendations and it stands as under — 

"Clause 3(g) in the Government modified decision should 
be conmmed and app led to Government modified 
or Labour Appellate Tribunal Decision, as 

the case may be, save that in making de 
ductions in three instalments as contemplated by 
the said provision banks should be entitled to adjust 
the increments due lo cmplojces against the tempo 
rary adjustment difference payable to them llus 
clause have retrospective effect from the 1st April 
1954, the first cut falling due on the 1st April, 1955 
However, in giving eff-ct lo tills changed provision, 
employees should not be required to refund any 
amount already received b) them as a result of clause 
3(g) of Government modified decision dated the 24th 
August, 1954 ” 

11 This brings us to the mam question arising for our 
considci ation in the present Relcrerwe and the facts and 
rovisions leferrcd to supi i m the hgl t of what follows are 
y themselves enough to supply „ii answer to the same Tli ■ 
important piovision which has n be borne In mind tor out 
purpose is the one contained in clause 3(g) of Government 
Order No SRO 2732 dated 24th August, 1954 as modi- 
fied by clause 1(c) of the Bank Award Commission’s recom 
mendations lhe object behind this provision was obviously 
to avoid any immediate cut in the emoluments ol the emplo- 
yees and with a view to give them breathing time to adjust 
themselves to the change In their total emoluments, they 
weie permitted lo draw the difference payable to them by 
way of Temporary Adjustment Allowance” till the same was 
absorbed by future increments falling due in the next three 
years with effect from 1st April, 1954 1 he first cut which 
could thus be effected was against the Inclement falling due 
on 1st April, 1955 Another impoilant provision to be borne 
in mind m this connection is the one contained in para 
graph 121(5) lead with paiagraph 537 ol the Sastry Award 
The total emoluments received by an employee undci the 
Award depended on the area where he is for the time being. 


owing to different cost of living in different areas of Lhis 
vast conntiy To avoid, therefoic any adverse effect on Lhe 
emoluments of an employee on transfer, a specific direction 
has been given in paragiaph 121(5) of the Awaid as follows — 

No employee shall have Ins basic pay reduced by being 
transfericd to an area where a lesser pay scale applies 
even though such basic pay may be more than the 
maximum of the scale fixed lor the new staLion, and 
he will continue to have the usual increments as 
liom such basic pay onwards An employee who is 
translerrcd to a place where a highci pay scale 

applies shall have the benefit of such higher scale 
of that area, i e, his basic pay should be relixed in 
the higher scale accoidmg Lo the length ol scivice 
rendered by him, together with the lienchLs of any 
special inclement and subject to the deduction of any 
inclement withheld If, liowevci, such an employee 
is reverted back from a higher area to a lowci aiea 
he will theieaftct be governed by the pay scale of 
that area provided however he has noL completed a 
total service of one year in the higher area ” 

It has then been stated In paragraph 537 of the Awaid 

’btiicLly limiting the number of transfers will greatly 
reduce the ihfhculL) of shifting people as between 
higher scale and lower scale areas in the matter of 
pay and allowenccs Where an employee moves from 
Class III to Class II or Class I aiea, or from Class II 
to Class I area he will get the benefit of the higher 
scale corresponding to Lhe length of service put in 
A lcverse movement raises the question whether It 
is right lo depiive him suddenly of an appreciable 
portion of his emoluments No doubt as he moves 
into a low priced area he gets some advantage in 
teims of cheaper living He cannot, of course, claim 
any special concessions attached lo posts in any pai 
ticular locality from which he Is transferred, eg, 
house lent allowance, hill allowance, etc We diieU 
accordingly We further direct that in no case shall 
an employee’s basic pay be reduced on transfer lhe 
wage scale we have fixed is common to all areas ex- 
cept lor a few initial increments at the start and the 
maximum at the end ” 

12 The question before as contemplates the case of a 
transtci from one area to another so Lliat the total emolu- 
ments as fixed for the aiea to which an employee is trans- 
fericd are not less than those drawn by him in the area from 
which he Is transferred Any such dispute is likely to aiise 
when an employee is tiansleued from the lower class area 
to the lnghei class area as in such a case he is entitled to 
get the beneliL of the highci stale picvailing in the area to 
w’lnch he is tiansfcried corresponding to the length of service 
put in by him In order to coirectly appreciate the problem, 
it may be lllustiated by the following instance — 

Say an employee was drawing Rs 150 on 31st March 1954 
m Class 11 area His adjusted salary as on 1st April 1954 
accoidmg to the length of service in the new pay scale pres 
cnbed for the said aiea, biought him the total emoluments 
of Rs 13b i < Rs 85 basic, Rs 45 dearness allowance and 
Rs 6 house rent allowance He thus become entitled to 
Rs 14 by way of Temporary Adjustment Allowance’’, which 
under the provisions discussed above was to be gradually 
absorbed by Lhrce annual increments earned by him In the 
new scale on and from 1st April 1955 Assuming he was 
transferred to Class I area and ms emoluments were adjusted 
on translcr in the manner laid down in paragraph 121(5) 
lead with paragraph 537 of the Sastry Award, his total emo- 
luments would come to Rs 153, i «. Rs 95 basic, Rs 60 
dearness allowance and Rs 8 house rent allowance 

What the Batik, therefore, alleges is that whenever an 
employee Is transferred from a lowci area to a higher area, 
one oi more incicments are given to the employee depending 
on the area to which he is transferred and lhis results in 
an increase in his total emoluments, in which case, the 
Bank has the light to effect the cut in the 1 Temporary 
Adjustment Allowance’ In the Instance illustrated there- 
fore, the Bank would completely deebne to pay any ‘"1cm- 
poiary Adjustment Allowance’ as the employee drew Rs 153 
in Class I aiea as againsL Rs 150 inclusive of temporary 
adjustment diffciencc drawn by him in Class II area before 
tiansfcr Llie Bank in so urging however, ignores the 

material fact that the higher emoluments which the trans- 
ferred employee gets In the higher class area are not the 
ncsult of the normal annual increments earned by him in 
the pi escribed time scale— the object whereof is discussed 
in the aforesaid paiagraph 83 of the Sastry Award Tills is 
the lesult arising flora the re fixation in a higher scale on 
nanslci to a higher class area as directed under paragraph 
121 (5) lead with paragraph 537 of the Award It was main- 
ly because of the higher cost of living that higher wage 

scales had to be prescribed for a higher class area under 

the Awaid and practically in such a case no material gam 

or increase ai trues to the transferred employee The in 
crease is meant to provide for the higher cost of living in 
the lnghei class area where he is transferred and it can 
hardly be made a ground for effecting any cut in the “Tem- 
poral y Adjustment Allowance" 
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IS Right from the time of the Sastry Award, the diffe- 
rence called the "Temporary Adjustment Allowance" was 
meant to be absorbed by future increments in the new scales 
and there has been no departure from the main principle 
right up to the recommendations of Lhe Bank Award Com 
mission On behalf of the Bank the reliance was placed on 
the saving piovision in clause 1(c) of the Bank Awaid Com 
mission’s recommendations, vii , “save that m making de 
duihons in three instalments as tontemplated by the said 
provision, banks should be entitled to adjust the increments 
due to employees against the tcmporaiy adjustment diffe 
rence payable to them ” This m no way affects the main 
principle permitting adjustment of the future increments 
falling due to concerned employees on and fiom 1st Apul, 
1955 The deductions were to be made in three instalments 
so that normally the cut would take place when 
the three increments respectively fell due on 1st 
April 1955 1st April, 1956 and 1st April, 1957 There 
might, however, arise cases whcic even the first increment or 
the hist and the seiond increments taken together would 
be enough to absoib the temporary adjustment difference, 
in which case it has been left open to the banks to effect 
the necessary adjustment and the deductions need not be 
made In three instalments spiead over three years as con- 
templated in clause 3(g) of the Covemment Order Thus 
under the saving piovision in clause 1(c) of the Bank Awaid 
Commission's recommendations if the future increments 
falhng due so permitted, the difference payable might be 


absorbed even earlier and not necessanly in three instal- 
ments spiead over three years But the main requirement 
remains the same and what the banks are entitled to adjust 
arc the mcicments due to employee against the temporary 
adjustment diffcience payable to them 

14 In the result my answer to the point specified m the 
Schedule to the Government Order of Reference is in the 
affirmative and I hold Lhat Lhe "Temporary Adjustment 
Allowance’ is meant to be absorbed by future increments 
earned by the concerned cmjiloyccs in the new scales, the 
first cut falling due on IsL Apni 1955 as provided in clause 
1(c) of the Bank Awaid Commission's recommendations 1 
further hold that the higher emoluments on a transfer to 
a higher class area resulting from the provisions in paragraph 
121(5) read with paragraph 537 of the Sastry Award owing 
to re fixation in the higher scale according to Lhe length 
of service rendered by him have nothing to do with the 
normal annual increments as such earned by an employee 
in the prescribed time scale and this cannot be made a 
ground for cut in the " temporary Adjustment Allowance" 
payable to him
